“In preaching the Gospel cither by 
word of mouth or in print,” and 
must allow the clergy “to give re- 
ligious instruction to the younger 
generation.” 


Acknowledging that they do not 
wish to make the burdens of the 
Russian bishops heavier than they 
aiready are, the bishops at the Mu- 
nich meeting assert “with pro- 
feund regret” that the hierarchy of 
the Russian church inside the So- 
viet Union has “embarked upon a 
false and dangerous road.” 


“As one example,” they indicate, 
“facts which are uncomplimentary 
to the Soviets are being deliberate-

East Chicago, Ind., June 6—The 
record-shattering upsurge of di-

Family Allowances 
Cheaper Than Whiskey 


Father Edgar Schmiedeler, O.S. 
B., director of the Family Life Bu- 
reau, NCWC and associate editor 
of our Family Digest, is one of 
the most ardent backers in the 
United States of a system of fam- 
ily allowances similar to those 
which have been adopted in Cana- 
da and many other countries. He 
frequently runs inte the excuse of- 
fered by legislators that “we can’t 
afford it” in view of our many 
other governmental expenditures. 
Maybe so. Undoubtedly there has 
to be a stop to wild spending; our 
national must be reduced, but 
there are other things which can 
be limited to make the way for 
family allowances. The family is 
the bedrock foundation of the na- 
tion. When we build it, we build 
the nation, but it is now being 
destroyed through diyorce and, 
birth control. A system of family | 
‘allowances will go far toward in- 
suring the future of our country. 
In a recent talk to the Toledo 
Diocesan Council of Catholic Wo- 
men, Father Schmiedeler compared 
other expenditures which we take 
for granted with the costs of the 

roposed family allowance system. 
Thev make for interesting reading. 
“For jewelry, furs, gambling and 
other luxuries we spent ten billion 
‘dollars in 1944,” he pointed out. 
“In the same year we spent $7,100,- 
000,000 for alcoholic beverages, 
$5,500,000,000 for movies and re- 
creation, $2,700,000,000 for cigar- 


000 for cosmetics and personal 
care. Savings over and above taxes, 
increased living expenses and all 
luxuries, amounted to $40,000,000,- 
000 the same year. 
“Would anyone say, in the face 
of such facts, that we could not 
spend five or six billion dollars a 
year through a family allowance 
system to insure the future of 
America properly through suitable 
provision for the maintenance and 
care of its children?” 
“These family allowances or 
grants should bé given or received 
as a right—not as charity, not as 
a dole, not as relief. They should

Necessary Now 


Such allowances are necessary 
under our present industrial econ- 
omy, where wages are based on the 
product of an individual’s labor 
rather than on his responsibility to 
his dependents, Father Schmiedeler 
maintained. 


“A man has a natural right to 
marry and rear a normal family. 
And he has a right te do it without 
undue hardship, without being 
forced to deny his children the op- 
portunities that are in harmony 
with the civilization under which 
he is living. Furthermore, a man 
who rears a family is making a 
fine contribution to society. All of 
this, to me justifies and demands 
family allowances under our econ- 
omy as now actually functioning,” 
Father Schmiedeler said. 


We’re Losing Our 
Sense Of Honesty 


Young America seems to be rear- 
ed without any sense of honesty. 
Ameng the major juvenile crimes 
reported by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, by local police courts, 
and by those whe have taken sur- 
veys in various ways, robberies 
constituted 23.6%, auto thefts 
18.7%, burglary 17%. 

Any person who has his con- 
science trained knows very well 
that such crimes cannot be com- 
mitted and be forgiven by the 
Lord merely on repentance. They 
require restitution which is usual- 
ly impossible on the part of the 
juvenile offender. 

The growth in crime has alarmed 
the nation, as might well be ex- 
pected, but whenever there are 
recommendations for its correction, 
they always include these three 
points: (1) joint action between 
officers of the law and sociologists; 
(2) better parental supervision; 
(3) more and better playgrounds 
for youths in order to keep them 
out of mischief. 

But not one of these efforts could 
possibly reach the core of the dif- 
ficulty. Youths may be very care- 
ful under the eye of a policeman

We Can Do Plenty 


“What can we do?” We can do 
plenty: and in doing it we'll be 
making ourselves happy and mak- 
ing this world a far better place 
to live in. 


Let’s not be depressed by a sense 
of our littleness. Wherever we are, 
whether it be in Zelienople, Penn- 
sylvania, or Soldier’s Grove, Wis- 
consin—regardless of the size of 
our town or of our bank account, 
regardless of the insignificance of 
our job—we are important. God 
died for us; and God doesn’t reckon 
size. 

Just imagine! Almighty God 
eame to earth—not to Rome, or 
Athens, or Alexandria, but to the 
little town of Bethlehem, and then 
He lived in Nazareth. He didn’t 
choose to be the mayor of Naza- 
reth, or the High Priest in Jerv- 
salem, or the ruler of the world in 
Rome. He chose to be a carpenter, 
making good stout benches for peo- 
ple to sit on the tables for them to 
eat from. He was born ina stable, 
and He accomplished the greatest 
work in history by dying on a little 
hill outside the rates of Jerusalem. 

Wherever you are as you sit is- 
tening to this. remember that hap- 
piness, and with it real greatness, 
lies at your fingertips. Not miles 
away in New York or Hollywood or 
Chicago, but right at your finger- 
tips. 

What is this secret of hapnviness 
through which we’re going to better 
the world? It’s kindness. In the 
Bible it’s called charity. But per- 
haps if we call it kindness it will 
have more meaning for us. 

Gel Is Our Example 

Kindness is god-like. It’s a pour- 
ing out of ourselves on others. God 
gave us the example when He 
created the universe. He was so 
good that He cov'dn’t keep His 
goodness to Himself and so—well. 
here we are, the direct result ‘of 
God’s kindness. 

He loves us, but He’s hungry for 
our love. too; and what good is love 
if it isn’t given freely? He didn’t 
want the love of so many slaves, so 
He created us free-men—able to 
give or withhold our love. 

The first man, Adam.’ withheld 
his love—and: God Himself came to 
earth. because He loves us, and re- 
vaired the damage. And because 
God ‘Yoves us, He’s forever looking 
out for us through His Providence. 
We have a warm bed and a roof 
over our heads and plenty to eat— 
because God is kind. 

So in being kind ourselves, we’re 
making ourselves like God.—lIt 
isn’t optional, this thing of being 
kind. We've got to do it. Jesus 
commands us. “All things there- 
fore whatsoever you would that 
men should do to you, do you also 
te them. For this is the law and 
the prophets” (Matthew 7:12). . 

This is our pathway to happiness. 
This is the Key to the Salvation of 
the world. 

Remember, now, it’s a kindness 
that is based in the dignity of each 
individual. We are kind to peo- 
ple, not because we hope to sell 
them something or because we ex- 
pect a tip or because it’s good 
business: we’re kind to others be- 
cause we see in them brothers of 
Jesus Christ and children of Our 
Father in heaven.

No 
one can cheat God or throw dust 
in His eyes.

Religion Is The 
Basis Of Morality 


So it is with precepts based up- 
on ethics alone. They may sound 
nice and invoke lip service. But 
they crack under strain. They 
lack the authority in the domain 
of the conscience and the will of 
man. Only religion can provide 
the assurance sadly needed in 
times of stress and strain that God 
will reward or punish the individ 
ual even though no human tribunal 
will ever take cognizance of the 
deed. 

In the ears of the person sen- 
sitized by religious faith, God 
thunders: “Thou must!” “Thou 
shalt!” Why? “Because theu 
oughtest. Because, I, thy Lord and 
God so ordain. Because | shail 
mete out to you, without fail, in 
accordance with your deeds. I! 
know thy most secret thoughts 
and intentions, and they shall re- 
ceive their just reward.” Relig- 
ion provides the best incentives 
for the building of a strong and 
noble character and for the living 
of a virtuous life. It puts teeth 
into the moral law and renders it 
functional, while so-called ethical! 
culture amounts to little more than 
pretty rhetoric. God and religion 


‘constitute the only enduring basis 


of morality and character. 

It is this important truth 
which George Washington, the Fa- 
ther of Our Country, uttered in 
his famous Farewell Address, a 
truth which he wanted to keep for- 
ever before the eyes of his coun- 
trymen. “Reason and experience,” 
he said, “both forbid us to expect 
that national morality can prevail 
in exclusion of religious principle.” 

The most effective remedy for 
the juvenile delinquency sweeping 
like a pestilence across our nation 
is to be found in the practice of 
religion and in the sensitizing of 
the individual’s conscience to the 
constant presence of God. If par- 
ents will set the example and pro- 
vide for the religious and moral 
training of their children in the 
home and in the school, the blight 
of juvenile delinquency will per- 
ish overnight.

After Hungary was “liberated” he 
organized a branch of the Small 
Holders Party in the Gyongyos dis- 
trict in northern Hungary. 

(Members of the St. John Com- 
missariat received news that Fath- 
er Kish, along with two other 
priests and about 80 Maymen, had 
been arrested, but subsequently 
heard nothing about his case.

Order To Remove

“The Church as a whole stands 
united and sound, within and with- 
out,” the Pope said. “Wherever be- 
cause of deliberate and systematic 
persecutions or as result of the 
eruel war-time destruction, it was 
deprived of every visible support 
and despoiled of its legitimate pos- 
sessions, # saw the spirit of union 
increase among the Faithful and 
their zeal grow more ardent.” 

The Church is the champion and 
guardian of true liberty, the Pope 
msisted, citing the evideace pre- 


scuted by Pope Leo XIII to “show 


the Church’s incessant solicitude to 
protect the peoples against the des- 
potism of princes careless of the 
common good, to defend murici- 
alities and families against unjust 
interference on the part of the 
State, and to uphold the dignity of 
the human person and the rights 
of every Christian.” 

In the beginning of his discourse 
the Pontiff, recalling the anxicties 
he had expressed in an address giv- 
en on the same occasion last year, 
said that the events of the last 12 
months had borne out his enxieties. 

One gathers the impression, the 
Pope said, referring to the de- 
liberations of the statesmen, “that 
true peace, peace such as answers 
to the needs and the yearnings of 
the human and Christian conscience, 
rather than coming clcser is mov- 
ing away, rather than gaining 
strength and consistence as a trust- 
inspiring reality, tends almost to 
fade away and vanish.” 

“How premature, not to say il- 
lusory,” the Holy Father said, “ap- 
pears today the hope that all men 
of responsibility, without excep- 
ticn ... would show themselves 
really animaced by a deen horror 
of all ideas of despotism, of every 
attempt at the forcible domination 
of other peoples.” 

“It is by an upright and equit- 
able attitude toward the weak that 
the strong show a sincere aband »n- 
ment of an imperialistic, domineer- 
ing spirit and a genuine adherence 
to the principles of justice,” the 
Pope reminded, adding: 

“As long as a more or less veiled 
threat of recourse to violence or to 
political or economic pressure 
smothers the voice of right, one 
must admit frankly tha: the first 
sure and decisive step toward A 
just peace has not been taken.” 

In voicing his call “to disarm 
God’s punitive justice by a crusade 
of expiation the world over,” the 
Pontiff reminded that the month 
ot June is dedicated in a special 
way to devotion to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus and closes, this 

ear, with the celebration of the 
east of the Sacred Heart.

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that aspect of marriage, but had 
never once referred to the pur- 
pose for which marriage was in- 
stituted. 


The President then asked the 
chaplain whether he would not 
take the class the following week 
and talk on the purpose of mar- 
riage. The priest accepted the in- 
vitation, explained the purpose 
of marriage, and then very 
‘frankly observed that “if the pri- 
mary purpose of marriage be de- 
liberately opposed and frustrated 
an act otherwise lawful would be 
sinful. 


After his instruction a large 
group of students, nearly all 
non-Catholic, complimented the 
priest, and at the end of the se- 


This 
indicates that youth wants facts, 
and that even if many of them 
be unwilling to observe what the 
natural law and religion demand, 
they are at least eager to know 
what that law is.

heaven also. 

When there is a deliberate in- 
tention to prevent the marriage 
from becoming fruitful, husband 
and wife defy God Who stands 
by to create a human soul, and 
order Him to desist from His in- 
tention. It should be clear, 
therefore, that the deliberate 
prevention of conception, except 
by abstention, {s a terrible sin 
not only against God, but against 
nature.

From all this ft is not to be 
concluded that parents are ob- 
liged to have as many children 
as possible. The conclusion to be 
drawn is that they may not, 
either by the use of contraceptive 
devices or by placing the cause 
and deliberately. stopping the 
effect in some other way, prevent 
conception. 

Today the limitation of the 
family is advocated under what 
is called “Planned Parenthood.” 
There would be nothing wrong 
in this if the “planning’”’ consist- 
éd in the exercise of self-control, 
the best builder of strength of 
character. Those who have 
learned through many years to 
“crucify their flesh with its vices 
and concupiscences” (Gal. VY, 
24); “to chastise their body and 
bring it under subjection” (1 
Cor: IX, 27), should certainly be 
able to exercise self-control dur- 
ing that short period each month 
when the pregnancy which they 
would like to avoid is likely to 
eventuate. 

Holy Scripture declares the de- 
liberate frustration of the mar- 
riage relation to be “a detestable 
thing”; and since it is a viola- 
tion of a law of nature it is also 
a Sin against nature. 

No one is bound to marry, but 
granting that he does marry he 
may not deliberately set himeelf 
in oppeszition to the primary pur- 
pose of marriage, and utilize it 
solely for the gratification of 
passion.

The rural wife is by necessity 
also the business partner of her 
husband. Their business office is 
the farm home. The farm children 
are part of the business of their 
father. Rural wife and children are 
not just part of the rural home— 
they are part of its business—all 
done at home. 


The rural children are frequently 
economic assets on the farm. The 
farm home offers the only extended 
occupational apprenticeship left in 
America. With this, rural parental 
authority is both home and business 
authority. The influence of rural 
family traditions are thus of doub- 
led interest and of doubled res- 
pect. Rural parents are thus both 
domestic, economic and industrial 
teachers over their children. Rural 
life moves as a family life, with in- 
tellectual and religious pursuits in 
common on a familistic basis. 


Not all rural families however 
are concerned with proper aim for 
equal rural culture. Ignorance, 
‘born of family isolation, is in. large 
measure responsible for the hard- 
ship of life in many rural families. 
The Church would have more rural 
families think in terms of improved 
sanitary housing, proper furnish- 
ings, labor saving devices, reading 
material, religious atmosphere, elec- 
trification, attractive farm yards, 
parish organizations, cooperative 
extension service. Let it not be said 
that too many rural people are so 
busy making a living that they for- 
get to live. 

Rural Catholic Youth 


Youth is the material out of 
which the future is built. Training 
and directing of youth holds a place 
of primacy. St. Gregory of Nazien- 
zin calls the training of youth “the 
art of arts, and the science of sci- 
ences.” The Church must be pri- 
marily interested in the develop- 
ment of the potentialities of youth. 
In youth impressions are made, 
habits are formed and character ac- 
quired. Plant then a knowledge, 
love and practice of Faith, Guard 
then against false philosophies and 
immoral influences. Adolescent age, 
soft as wax can be molded unto 
vice. Guard against impious and 
immoral] books. 

Leisure time programs of youth 
must be impregnated with Christian 
principles. Culture requires some 
leisure time to develop ones person- 
ality. Hovels and rural slums are 
poor places for culture or wirtue.
